Sir: 

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 19th instant, in relation to the 
application of George W. Lane, Esq., Treasurer of the Branch Mint, Denver, to be credited 
with the sum of $5,000 being a deficit arising from the robber of the pay Clerk in 1864. 

From the facts set forth in the papers on file in this office, it appears that Mr. Lane 
exercised due caution in the appointment of the Clerk who committed the crime, and there 
does not appear to be been any want of proper caution on his part on protecting the funds 
entrusted to his official custody. 

The third section of the Act establishing said branch Mint provides that the officers 
and clerks to be appointed under the same “shall before entering upon execution of their 
offices, become bound to the U.S. of America, with one or more sureties, to the satisfaction 
of the Director of the Mint, or the Secretary of the Territory of Colorado, and of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, with the condition of the faithful performance of the duties of 
their offices.” 

I have no means of knowing whether the above requirement of law was complied 
with in the case referred to. 

It is my intention to immediately ascertain if the laws requiring surety to be given by 
Clerks and others holding positions of trust in the mint establishment, have been complied 
with.
